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CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS 


Arrangements  for  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  exam¬ 
inations  of  specimens  from  this  area  remain  the  same  as  in 
previous  years. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Sputum  Outfits  (which  are 
obtained  from  the  Chest  Physical  at  the  Chest  Clinic)  all  other 
outfits  for  the  collection  and  transmission  of  speciments  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Public  Health  Department,  Oxford  Street, 
Mountain  Ash.  Medical  Practitioners  within  the  area  are  aware 
of  this  fact.

Paratyphoid — 4  cases  occurred  in  the  area  during  the  month  of 
March.  The  cases  were  3  girls  and  the  father  of  one  of  the  girls 
who  was  discovered  by  the  routine  practice  of  swabbing  contacts. 
Efforts  to  connect  the  cases  and  to  find  a  local  cause  failed  com¬ 
pletely  but  within  a  short  time  of  commencement  of  local 
investigation,  contact  with  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at 
Cardiff  revealed  that  a  number  of  similar  cases  of  the  same 
‘  Type  ’  had  occurred  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  and  that 
therefore,  the  4  cases  were  almost  certainly  part  of  a  small 
scattered  National  outbreak. 
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This  incident  emphasises  once  again  the  immense  value  of 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  and  I  am  glad  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  help  and  advice  from  Dr.  R.  W.  S.  Harvey,  the  Director 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Cardiff. 

Food  Poisoning — 10  cases  occurred  in  the  area  during  the  year, 
involving  3  families  and  1  isolated  case.  Four  cases  were  of  the 
Salmonella  Montevideo  type  and  the  other  was  due  to  Salmonella 
Typhi-Murium.  Investigations  carried  out  failed  to  discover  the 
original  sources  of  infection. 


WATER 


The  Mountain  Ash  Urban  District  Council  has  its  own 
water  undertaking,  and  its  works  and  mains  supplies  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  There  are 
three  main  sources  of  supply,  two  of  which  are  in  the  Council’s 
own  area  and  the  third  at  Penderyn  in  Brecknockshire.  There 
are  three  impounding  and  storage  reservoirs ;  at  Penderyn, 
Clydach  and  Perthcelyn  and  six  service  reservoirs  ;  at  Darranlas, 
Buarth-y-Capel,  Gilfach  Rhyd,  Cefnpennar,  Abercynon  and 
Penrhiwceiber  High  Service.

The  sources  of  all  supplies  are  upland  surface  and  the 
waters  tend  to  be  soft  in  character.  The  only  filtered  supply, 
Darranlas,  is  filtered  by  open  slow  sand  filtration.  All  supplies 
however  are  chlorinated  and  undergo  chalk  treatment. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  isolated  houses  and  some 
farmhouses  all  premises  in  the  urban  area  are  supplied  with 
water  direct  from  the  public  mains.  Work  of  investigation  by 
the  Consultants  employed  by  the  Council  will,  it  is  hoped  in  due 
course,  lead  to  the  modernisation  of  the  treatment  processs  of 
Clydach  and  Penderyn. 
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WATER  SAMPLING 


Routine  sampling  of  the  water  supplies  at  the  reservoirs 
and  at  points  of  distribution  to  the  customer  is  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Department.  The  samples  are  taken  at  fortnightly 
intervals  and  oftener  as  the  occasion  arises.  Samples  were  also 
taken  of  private  supplies  in  the  Cefnpennar  area. 

During  the  months  in  which  the  Swimming  Pool  and 
Paddling  Pools  were  open  for  the  use  of  the  Pubilc,  the  water  at 
these  pools  was  sampled. 

Summaries  of  the  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  of 
samples  taken  at  the  public  water  supplies  and  baths  are  given 
in  the  following  tables. 


SWIMMING  POOLS  AND  PADDLING  POOLS 

Within  the  Urban  Area  there  is  one  Open  Air  Swimming 
Pool  at  Gwernifor  Grounds,  Mountain  Ash  and  two  Paddling 
Pools,  one  at  the  Welfare  Grounds,  Abercynon  and  one  at  the  Lee 
Gardens,  Penrhiwceiber.  All  these  are  maintained  by  the  Council, 
and  all  are  supplied  with  mains  water. 

The  Gwernifor  Swimming  Pool  has  a  water  area  of  3,600 
sq.  ft.  and  a  capacity  of  150,000  gallons.  Whilst  in  use  there  is  a 
continuous  flow  of  water  through  a  pressure  filtration  plant  with 
coagulation  and  chlorination.  The  rate  of  change  of  water  in 
the  baths  is  once  in  every  six  hours. 

The  Paddling  Pools  also  have  a  continuous  flow  through 
a  Bell  Bros.  Purification  Plant.  The  water  undergoes  chlorination 
by  gaseous  chlorine  injection,  and  alum  and  soda  ash  treatment 
for  coagulation  and  precipitation.  The  capacities  of  the  Pools  are 
as  under  : 

Abercynon  Pool  .  60,000  gallons 

Penrhiwceiber  Pool  .  40,000  gallons 


RIVER  POLLUTION 

The  river  Cynon  maintained  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition 
relative  to  its  state  of  previous  years.  It  is  more  often  than  not 
clean  to  the  eye  virtually  throughout  its  course  in  the  urban 
district.  Washeries  however,  unfortunately  continue  to  pollute 
the  river  from  time  to  time. 
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Trade  effluent  agreements  being  negotiated  with  the 
various  Industries  concerned,  will,  when  completed,  constitute 
a  major  step  forward  in  making  the  condition  of  the  river  more 
secure  as  will  also  the  implementation  of  the  recommendations 
of  the  “  Sewer  Survey 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL  AND  COLLECTION 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  household  refuse  is  under 
the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor.  The  distribution  of 
covered  refuse  bins,  provided  by  the  Council  out  of  an  Annual 
Rate  Charge,  was  continued  during  the  year.  Distribution  of  the 
bins  is  undertaken  by  the  Public  Health  Department.  Smaller 
bins  are  being  provided  for  aged  and  infirmed  persons  who 
find  difficulty  in  handling  the  bigger  bins.  Up  to  the  commence¬ 
ment  of  the  year  bins  had  been  delivered  to  each  householder 
in  Ynysybwl  and  part  of  the  Darranlas  Collection  Area.  During 
the  year  of  report  bins  were  issued  to  complete  the  Darranlas 
Collection  Area.  By  the  end  of  1963  477  X  2  cu.  ft.  bins  and  174 
X  1  cu.  ft.  bins  had  been  distributed.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
Council  to  cater  for  the  whole  urban  area  over  a  4  year  period. 

The  Council  also  have  a  scheme  whereby  they  undertake 
to  collect  traders’  refuse  once  weekly  for  a  small  charge.  Many  of 
the  traders  in  the  area  take  advantage  of  this  service. 

Since  my  last  report  on  the  proposed  Pulverisation  Plant 
at  Pontcynon  the  Council  have  invited  firms  to  tender  for  the 
construction  of  the  Plant.  These  have  been  received  and  accepted 
and  Ministry  sanction  sought  for  a  loan  in  connection  wfith  the 
works  attached  thereto.  Until  completion  of  the  project,  refuse 
continues  to  be  tipped  at  Cwmpennar,  Pontcynon  and  Ynysybwl. 
None  of  the  sites  can  be  considered  satisfactory. 
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Reservoir  Treated 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Little,  worthy  of  note,  occurred  in  relation  to  Atmospheric 
Pollution  during  the  year.  The  major  single  source  of  pollution 
affecting  the  district  continued  to  be  the  Phurnacite  Plant  situ¬ 
ated  just  outside  the  Mountain  Ash  boundary  within  the  urban 
area  of  Aberdare. 

The  two  neighbouring  Authorities  continued  to  collaborate 
in  relation  to  this  source  of  pollution  but  it  cannot  be  said, 
unfortunately,  that  any  substantial  progress  was  made  during 
the  period  of  this  report  in  lessening  the  degree  of  pollution 
eminating  from  this  plant. 

Tables  and  graphs  are  included  showing  the  result  of 
samples  analysed,  which  were  taken  from  the  pollution  measur¬ 
ing  stations  set  up  in  Mountain  Ash  and  Ynysybwl.  Also  included 
are  results  of  samples  taken  in  the  Aberdare  Urban  Area.  Copies 
of  these  results  are  submitted  to  the  Department  of  Scientific 
and  Industrial  Research  and  the  National  Coal  Board. 

As  a  rough  guide  to  the  approximate  standard  of  atmos¬ 
pheric  pollution  to  be  expected  in  the  varying  types  of  areas 
throughout  the  country,  the  following  table  is  included  : 


(a)  Clean  .  less  than  12-5  tons  per  sq.  mile 

(b)  Fairly  clean .  12-5  -  37*5  tons  per  sq.  mile 

(c)  Dirty  .  37-5-62-5  tons  per  sq.  mile 

(d)  Very  dirty  . .  More  than  62-5  tons  per  sq.  mile 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Further  substantial  progress  was  made  in  the  survey  of  the 
sewerage  system  of  the  Cynon  valley  area  of  the  Mountain  Ash 
District  and  appropriate  reports  made  to  the  Council.  The 
Consultants  employed  by  the  Council  are  also  employed  for  a 
similar  purpose  by  the  Aberdare  Council  thus  ensuring  that  the 
sewerage  system  of  the  Cynon  Valley  is  treated  as  a  complete 
whole,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  recommendations  resulting  from 
this  survey  will,  upon  implementation,  bring  the  sewerage  system 
of  the  valley  up  to  modern  standards  and  also  result  in  the 
establishment  of  a  modern  disposal  works  to  be  situated  in  all 
probability,  in  the  Abercynon  area. 

It  is  intended  that  the  new  disposal  works  should  eventu¬ 
ally  also  treat  all  the  sewage  from  the  Ynysybwl  valley  thus 
necessitating  a  new  sewer  from  Ynysybwl  to  Abercynon  and  the 
abandonment  of  the  obsolete  Sewerage  Works  at  Ynysybwl. 
During  the  year  Ministry  approval  for  this  new  sewer  was 
obtained.

The  shops  in  the  area  were  regularly  visited  by  your  Shops 
and  General  Purposes  inspector  to  ascertain  that  the  provisions 
of  the  Shops  Act  in  relation  to  Closing  Hours,  weekly  half  holiday 
of  employees,  early  closing  day  and  Sunday  Trading  were  being 
carried  out.  It  was  found  generally  that  the  main  street  shops 
were  closing  earlier  that  the  hours  prescribed  by  the  Act  or 
Orders.  As  previously  reported  it  was  the  shops  removed  from 
the  main  shopping  centres  who  were  the  ones  which  needed 
most  attention  in  respect  of  closing  hours,  as  in  most  instances 
these  shops  are  of  the  one  man,  owner  occupier  type.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  emphasise  the  provisions  of  the  Act  to  some  traders 
and  the  Council  did  in  a  few  cases  give  written  warnings  for 
non-compliance  with  the  Act  or  Orders.

RODENT  CONTROL 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

The  control  of  rodents  is  an  essential  and  most  necessary 
function  of  a  local  authority  and  the  Council  realizing  this, 
continue  to  provide  a  disinfestation  service  (two  full  time 
operatives  being  employed). 

This  service  is  available  for  private  and  business  premises 
and  previous  policy  of  charges  still  remain  viz.  (a)  free  treat¬ 
ments  for  private  premises  (b)  a  charge  on  an  hourly  basis  for 
business  premises. 

Treatments  for  disinfestation  are  not  confined  to  com¬ 
plaints  received  from  residents  in  the  area.  A  continual  survey 
of  the  area  is  made  by  your  operatives  and  treatments  made  of 
all  infestations  found.  It  will  be  observed  from  the  following 
list  of  infestations  treated  that  possible  sources  of  infestations, 
viz  :  river  embankments,  watercourses,  refuse  tips  are  regularly 
surveyed  and  terated. 

The  public  are  co-operating  with  the  department  by  noti¬ 
fying  infestations,  but  it  has  been  found  that  in  some  instances 
earlier  notifications  would  have  made  the  problem  of  disinfest¬ 
ation  easier.  The  co-operation  of  the  public  in  notifying  any 
infestations  cannnot  be  over  emphasised. 

The  method  of  disinfestation  used  is  that  of  poisoning  and 
the  only  poison  used  is  warfarin. 

The  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewerage  system  is  still 
pursued  and  for  such  treatments  a  prepared  warfarin  poison —

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SEWER  TREATMENTS 


The  twice  annual  maintenance  treatment  of  the  sewerage 
system  is  still  pursued.  The  treatments  are  carried  out  by  the 
Counicil’s  rodent  operatives  using  a  prepared  Warfarin  poison — 
Sewarin  P — on  the  1-4-8  day  system.  Each  manhole  treated  is 
therefore  baited  on  three  occasions  during  the  6  monthly 
treatment.
